CLOSED 8EAS0N ON SQUIRRELS 
NOW ON 

The attention of would-be nim- 
rods is called to the fact that the 
open season on squirrels closed on 
December 15, by Game Wardens. 
According to the law persons are not 
permitted to kill, pursue or injure 
squirrels between the dates of De- 
cember 16 and June 30, inclusive, 
neither are they permitted to have 
same in their possession between 
the above dates regardless whether 
taken in this or another State or ter- 
ritory. 

Notice is served on Bourbon 
county hunters by the County Game 
Wardens that the provisions of the 
game law as regards the closed sea- 
son on squirrels will be strictly en- 
forced, and all violators convicted 
will be given the extreme penalty.

. Kentucky produced more than 
three million bushels of jotatoes and 
more than one and a quarter mil- 
lion bushels of apples in 1910, ac- 
cording to one of the reports of the 
Census Bureau on the 1920 enumer- 
ation. While this may seem like a 
large crop, Kentucky does not rank 
very high among the States in either 
respect. It stands twenty-first in 
the production of potatoes and 
twenty-sixth in the production of 
apples. 

The total production of potatoes 
n the United States for 1919 was 
290,764,680 bushels, of which Ken- 
tucky produced 3,131,377 bushels, or 
rather an insignificant part of the 
entire crop. Nearly two-thirds of 
the potatoes grown in Kentucky 
were consumed on the farms where 
produced, since only 1,177,166 
bushels or 37»6 per cent were sold. 

Out of a total apple crop of 136,- 
560,997 bushels, Kentucky produced 
1,280.549 bushels, or less than a 
hundredth part of the apple crop of 
the State which was consumed at 
home, since the reports of the Cen- 
sus Bureau show that only 371,569 
bushels, or 29 per cent, of the crop 
was marketed.

. THE RAILR OADS , 

The transportation business as has 
been pointed out repeatedly, is the 
only one in the world whose scale 
of expense is fixed by one body of 
men, and whose charges for meeting 
this expense is fixed by another. 

The railroad labor board tells the 
roads how much wages they must 
pay and what expenses they must in- 
cur in numberless ways. 

An entirely different body, the in- 
terstate commerce commission, tells 
the roads how much they may 
charge to meet their expenses, 

The latter is necessary, for the 
roads are virtually monopolies in 
transportation and hence rates can- 
not be fixed by competition. But 
they are not monopolies in the em- 
ployment of labor. 

A man in Texas who wants a ton 
of coal from West Virginia cannot 
get it at all except by rail, but no 
man is obliged to accept the rail- 
road's terms of employment or go 
without work 

Everybody is willing that railroad 
men should receive more liberal 
wages than the average worker, for 
they are above the average worker 
in the necessary personal qualities 
and the responsibilities of their 
duties 

But when they are given abnor- 
mally high pay, the result is hard- 
ship to the vastly greater number of 
laborers in other lines whose costs 
of living are increased by the 
amount by which a special class of 
workers is overpaid. 

The Southern Christian Advocate, 
in discussing this matter not long 
ago, aptly said that "the sooner 
both capitalists and laborers recog- 
nize that the object of human ex- 
ertion is the production of wealth 
rather than the acquisition of mon- 
ey, the sooner will many points of 
conflict be
